tion by the universal postal union of 
the International rate of letter postage 
from 5 cents a h alf ounce to 5 cents 
for the first ounce and 8 cents for each 
additional ounce. 
It is a case of the 
restricted union that is permissible un­ 
der the articles of the universal union, 
of which other exam ples are furnished 
In the letter rate between this country 
and Canada and Cuba.

It Is fair to assume, In 
fact, that ultim ately the Increase w ill 
be larger than the percentage Indicated 
by the difference between the new and 
old rates, for, as the postm aster general 
says, It has alw ays been found that a 
reduction of the letter rate resulted 
finally In Increasing the revenue.

change will mean much, also, to Immi­ 
grants, as we should realize quickly 
enough lf we were forced to pay 5 cents 
Instead of 2 on dom estic letters, and 
there are a great m any 
Immigrants 
from the United Kingdom. 
During the 
last three fiscal years the Immigrants

England 
alone 
exceeded 
those 
from Germany each year, and the total 
for the three years from the United 
Kingdom was 853,894. 
These are only 
the recent arrivals, but there was a 
very heavy Immigration between 1880 
and 1890, that from England alone ex­ 
ceeding 80,000 In two o f the years, and 
there have been additions, 
sometimes 
sm all and som etim es largeT every year 
since. 
What with the new arrivals and 
the older residents, all the immigrants 
from tho British Islands would make 
a populous state by themselves.

“Old Tippecanoe” was 
the slogan. 
Processions, miles long, with 
log cablfig, ctflcT barrel! and coon skin 
traffic, 
capa on poles, stretched from State to 
State. 
Glee clubs were a feature of the 
campaign and the Indian fighter wa* fair­ 
ly sung Into office. 
So vigorously did the Whigs sing their 
favorite refrains that echoes of the songs 
■till linger.

The Berlin folks 
know they are expected to shut the 
doors, and they shut them. 
If you 
observe their regulations you are not 
disturbed, but if you violate one of 
them you instantly get into more kinds 
o f trouble than you had Imagined could 
exist. 
All you are expected to do Is 
to walk a chalk-line, and you can be 
happy, lf the regulations allow the kind 
of happiness that agrees with you.—

One of the 
hardiest, 
bravest, and 
m ost difficult to handle among all the 
western tribes w as the sm all but val­ 
orous band known as 
the 
Bannock, 
Banak, or Panaitl. 
This little tribe, 
never numbering more than 700, has 
for many years Inhabited the country 
between tile Snake river and the moun­ 
tains which mark the boundary between 
Montana and southern Idaho. 
Of Shoshone race, but 
braver 
and 
more turbulent than any other Sho­ 
shone tribe, the Bannock fought the 
B lackfeet and drove them back when 
they came over tile m ountains, domin­ 
ated tamer tribes of Idaho and Ore­ 
gon, and made them selves general nui­ 
sances when the white man took the 
country. 


The Bannock troubles culm inated In 
1878, when they broke out In open war, 
drawing many of the P iute and Sho­ 
shone along with them. 
A fter consid­ 
erable fighting their young chief, B uf­ 
falo Horn, was killed by friendly In­ 
dian scouts, and the Bannock warriors 
surrendered. 


All of the Bannock tribe, except a 
fragm ent at Lemhi, now m ake their 
home on the Fort 
H all 
reservation. 
Some 500 of them still survive, but are 
slow ly decreasing in numbers. 
They 
do not take kindly to civilization, but 
seem to have accepted the inevitable, 
and l»ehave fairly well of recent years. 
T he Bannock are very dark of face, anti 
of medium stature, while their physique 
Is wiry and sinewy, as might be ex­ 
pected with a fighting race, equally ex­ 
pert In horsemanship 
and 
mountain 
climbing.

After the Venetian city fath­ 
ers decreed that all gondolas m ust be 
black the wonderful varnish w as turn­ 
ed over to the violin makers. 
Some 
Italian 
furniture of the seventeenth 
century still extant Is coated with It. 
W hen the violin makers had used up 
the supply on the last Creinonas, no 
more w as to be bad. 
Investigation 
led Mr. Torre to conclude that the raw 
m aterials of this varnish m ust have 
come from Africa, and he believes that 
he has at last found a gum varnish 
Identical with that used by the Cre­ 
mona makers. 
It looks like the old 
varnish and seem s to have the same 
wonderful effect on violins covered by 
It.

be conceded t h a t ,a s an industry, the 
m anufacture of paper bags has been de­ 
veloped to Its fullest extent. 
The evolution of the paper bags has 
been, however, a gradual one. 
From 
tbs crude hand made bags to the latest 
autom atic or self-opening paper bag, 
there has been a long series of Improve­ 
m ents and developments in the art. The 
first machine-made paper bag w as m ade 
from a continuous roll of paper and 
w as known to the trade os the flat bag, 
or old style. 
In 1872 an improvement 
on this w as made and w hat Is known 
as the square bag w as invented. 
T his 
bag reigned supreme for a decade, but 
in 1883 the autom atic square, or self­ 
opening square bag was invented. 
This bag, as its name implies, opened 
autom atically when any 
article 
was 
placed In It, and this bag superseded 
the square bag, as that had previously 
done the old style, or flat bag. 
Of these latter but few are now used 
and then for special purposes only, to 
w’hlch they are adapted by reason of 
their shape. 
During the 
periods 
of 
these different styles the consum ption 
of paper bags was Increasing yearly 
and to an unlooked-for extent, and w ith 
each improvement In the m anufactured 
article, coupled as It was in m ost in- 
stanees with reductions In price ow ing 
to the Improved m ethods of m anufac­ 
ture, the Industry was rapidly devel­ 
oped In all parts of the country, and 
to-day the United States stands at the 
head of the paper-bag Industry of the 
world and bags “made In U. S. A.” are 
found In every civilized country on the 
face of the globe. 
The style arid quality of paper bags 
used by a grocer are generally an Index 
to the character of business done by 
him. 
The best trade insists on having 
groceries delivered In good order, and 
grocers fire everywhere 
looking 
for 
paper bags that can be depended upon 
when looking for a source of supply 
for this article. 
Paper bags of the best grade were 
originally made from jute or m anila 
paper, but this of late years has been 
alm ost entirely 
displaced 
by 
paper 
made from spruce wood. 
One m anu­ 
facturer owns over 2,000 square m iles 
of timber land, from which Is derived 
the supply of wood for pulp and fiber, 
and controls every step In the process 
of m anufacture from the tree in the 
forest to the finished product as sent 
to the warehouse of the wholesale gro­ 
cer. 


The F irst M oving P icture*. 
Moving pictures originated in an ex­ 
perim ent to show both sides of a sh ill­ 
ing at once. 
In 1820, according to the 
Chicago Tribune, Sir 
John 
Herschel 
asked his friend, Charles Babbage, how 
he would show both sides of a shilling 
at once. 
Babbage replled'by taking a 
shilling from his pocket and holding It 
before a mirror. 
T his did not satisfy Sir John, who 
•et tho 
shilling 
spinning on a large 
table, at the same time pointing out 
that if the eye Is placed on a level w ith 
a ratatlng coin, both sides can be seen 
at. once. 
Babbage was so struck by the ex ­ 
periment 
that the next day he de­ 
scribed It to a friend, Doctor Fitton, 
who 
Immediately 
made 
a 
working 
model. 
On one side of a disk was drawn a 
bird, on the other side an em pty bird 
cage. 
When the card w as revolved on 
a silk thread the bird appeared to be 
in the cage. 
This model showed the 
persistence of vision upon which all 
moving pictures depend for their ef­ 
fe ct 


The eye retains the Image of the ob­ 
ject seen for a fraction 
of a second 
after the object has 
been 
removed. 
This model w’hs called the thaumatrope. 
Next cam e the zeotrope, or Awheel of 
life.” 
A cylinder was perforated with 
a series of slots, and within the cylin­ 
der w as placed a band of drawings of 
dancing men. 
On the apparatus being 
•low ly rotated, the figures seen through 
the slots appeared to be in motion. 
The first system atic photographs of 
men and anim als taken at regular In­ 
tervals were made by Edward 
Muy­ 
bridge in 1877.

Any men thereafter who could prove 
that he had read with bls own eye* 
the name of tho King on the height was 
entltl red to become a member el Chis 
order.

tisan prejudice was laid aside and for 
at least four hours after the nominee 
stepped frr rn the train into the arras 
of his loyal friends, he was the only 
candidate before the conn rv for the 
vice presidency, so far as Indianapolis 
was concerned. 
No returning w arrior was ever more 
cordially received in Indiana than was 
Kern. 
The thousands of “Welcome 
Home John \Y. Kern” buttons seemed 
to be pinned very close to the hearts 
of their wearers, 
lf in the vicissitudes 
of political strife Kern ever felt that 
his 
followers 
were few 
and 
weak 
hearted, that impression was forever 
removed by the way they turned out to 
greet him. 
Vice President Fairbanks, lead of 
the opposition party in Indiana, was 
the first ta grasp his hand, 
Mayor 
Hookwalter. a 
Republican fighter of 
the fiercest type in Indianapolis, was 
a close second. 
Hundreds of Republi­ 
cans were in the throng at the union 
gta*ion and with the escort that ac­ 
companied Kern to his borne on North 
Pennsylvania street. 
They walked the 
two and a half miles in good humor to 
show Kern that they love him. 
Last night the demonstration reach­ 
ed a climax when fully 10,000 people 
attended an open-air meeting in the 
courthouse square. 
They waited pa­ 
tiently for him and cheered mightily 
when he appeared on the platform be­ 
hind the towering form of Vice Presi­ 
dent Fairbanks, who rode with hint 
from his home. 
The* big audience was 
quick to recognize the candidate's wife 
and his children and to applaud them. 
Kern didn’t talk politics. 
Neither 
did Mayor Book walter nor the vice 
president. T hey paid a high tribute to 
Kern, 
however, 
and 
the 
audience 
yelled itself hoarse. 
Mayor Rookwaiter declared in open­ 
ing the meeting that the great demon­ 
stration proves that in Indianapolis 
the 
ties 
of 
friendship 
hind 
more 
strongly than does partisan bias or 
prejudice. 
He said that for the mo­ 
ment it m a tte re d not to Indianapolis 
which party is right, as the city wished 
to do honor to a fellow citizen who has 
brought honor to Indianapolis. 
The 
mayor 
facetiously 
remarked 
that 
doubtless 
at 
some 
time aud some­ 
where between 
now and 
November 
something m ay be said that will not 
be in keeping with the spirit mani­ 
fested at the meeting, but he added 
that no one would dispute that Kern 
deserves the honor he has attained 
The mayor then introduced Vice Pres­ 
ident Fairbanks. 
In introducing Mr Kern Vice Presi­ 
dent Fairbanks said in part: 
“We 
have gathered here without regard to 
party alignment tit welcome home and 
congratulate a fellow citizen who has 
been greatly honored. 
We appreciate 
fully the fact that an honor which 
comes to one of our fellow citizens is 
an honor to our entire citizenship. 
It 
is a gratifying fact that although our 
city has grown in population and in in 
dust rial and commercial strength, we 
have not lost out 
neighborly 
spirit. 
We still have an interest in each nth 
er's welfare, and I hope that no matter 
how great our city may grow, we shall 
always continue to rejoice in each 
other’s good fortune. 
“ Mr. Kern, I shall always remember 
with sincere appreciation the generous 
and hearty welcome which you extend 
ed to nu* four years ago. 
It is par 
ticularly gratifying to me pow to he 
aide to perform a similar office for 
you. 
“The bono! which the Denver con 
volition bestow*.d upon iou is cm of 
the two greatest which can be con 
ferrcd upon an 
Wuerican citizen by 
his political associates. 
The honor 
came to you in a manner to enhance 
h 
It came through the unanimous 
ju dgm ent of a g reat convention. 
“ While we owe allegiance to differ­ 
ent political 
parties, our differences 
have never disturbed our friendship 
or marred o u r personal relations. 
I 
admire you as fritaid. neighbor and fel 
low citizen, and rejoice with you ti 
the great distinction which your party 
has been pleased to confer upon you 
by nominating you for vice president 
of the United States. 
Here political 
partisan spirit frequently runs high. 
Our campaigns are usually waged with 
ardor upon both sides, but wm never 
fail to applaud our neighbor, though he 
differ with us, if he wins distinguished 
honor. 
We never withhold from him 
an expression of our neighborly appre­ 
ciation. Your neighbors know that no 
matter how much men may disagree

Kern’s reception '’mounted to an 
ovation. 
He stood tot several min­ 
utes before the crowd, trying to si­ 
lence it. 
He made himself heard with 
difficulty at the start, as he said that 
he was tired and travel-worn. 
That he 
was deeply moved by the mark of es* 
teem shown him was apparent 
He 
spoke with < motion iii attempting to 
express his gratitude to his friends and 
neighbors. 
Whether or not he is elect 
- 
cd he said that the memory of the i 
night’s manifestation of friendship on j 
the part of his fellow-citizens would he 
to him a priceless legacy for his chil-1 
dren and himself. 
— “J am more grateful to God Almighty 
for the friends he has given me in In 
diana than I am for the nomination 
my party conferred on me at Denver," j 
Kern added. 
“I may go down at the 
"Polls"— Kent was—abattu—to continue, 
when his followers shouted back; 
“Never, Never!" 
This display of partisanship caused 
a ripple of amusement. 
It struck Kern 
as being funny. 
“ However, that's no killing matter 
with me, as I am accustomed to that 
sort of thing,” he said. 
“ With God’s help I will try to bear 
with honor the honor that has been 
conferred on me by my party,” he con­ 
tinued. 
He said that he is not vain 
enough to believe that the nomination 
was due to any ability of his own. 
He 
declared that it came to him because 
the convention recognized the import­ 
ance of Indiana. 
Kern said that he 
appreciated the fact that the demon­ 
stration in his honor had no political 
significance. 
He recalled that in 1892 
ho spoke at a public meeting welcom­ 
ing General Harrison 
home at the 
close of his term 
Again he spoke at 
the reception given to Vice President 
Fairbanks four years ago. 
He remark 
ed that if he should be so fortunate as 
to win nexl November that he hoped 
that some of his Republican friends 
w'ould come to the scratch and make a 
speech for him. 
He made an appeal for calm, dispas 
sionate consideration of the political 
issues.
